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Concern No. 53435 Concern Info Paul Glaser stated that Steelmaster has exhausts coming from their facility that appear to be harmful and causing his family 
discomfort. He said it is unpleasant for them to sit and in their backyard. He stated he currently has his window up to get some 
fresh air and the smell is all through his house. Paul also stated that he has spoken with the City of Kansas City about the 
issue and was told that they do not have any laws that address this issue. He shared that shortly after his conversation with 
the City of Kansas City, Steelmaster installed some system that had a longer smokestack but it did not stop the odor and they 
disassembled it after a month. He said he has called the EPA to report the issue and they told him the State of Missouri should 
be contacted. Someone with the EPA allegedly told him that the company was registered to emit anything into the air. Mr. 
Glaser stated he has contacted the State of Missouri and had not heard anything from them. There was a concern in April

Comments At the time of my investigation, operations appeared normal for Magnitude 7 Metals. | did not observe any black emissions. | travelled to the area near the 
facility and observed daylight facility activity from 3:03 p.m. to 3:05 p.m. and again | also made observations from 7:03 p.m. until 8:20 p.m. | began by 
checking the St. Jude Industrial Park for the black cloud. After dark | also looked for the glow of fires that along with the air pollution sources in the St. Jude 
Industrial Park could also be responsible for a black cloud of smoke. No fires were noted. When it was dark, | rolled down the windows of the vehicle and 
monitored for any affect to my breathing both while parked in and driving through the St. Jude Industrial Park and as | slowly drove through Marston. 
Nothing of note was observed or experienced. No black smoke cloud was noted and no breathing problems were experienced. 


On May 1, 2023 | telephoned Art Nispel, Director of Environmental and Health with Magnitude 7 Metals and Alicia Powell, Environmental Superintendent 
with Magnitude 7 Metals. They both stated that there had not been any upset or malfunction conditions at Magnitude 7 Metals during the time period when 
this environmental concern had been received. However, stack testing (for POM - polycyclic organic matter) was being conducted at Magnitude 7 Metals 
on April 25, April 26, and April 27, 2023.

The Responsible Party, Cheri Goldsmith, stated that there had been some flooding in the basement of the 
home that necessitated open burning of some wood pallet wastes. Cheri Goldsmith further stated that open burning of household trash had also occurred 
recently (on the burn pile | observed) and since 2005 at this property. There were also some barrels around stumps that Cheri Goldsmith was trying to burn 
up by burning the pallet waste in the barrels.

Comments | arrived at the corner of County Road 324 & Hwy 25 in between Jackson and Gordonville around 4:00 p.m. on May 15, 2023. | viewed the property from the 
roads that surround it looking for any clear signs of burning. | was unable to determine if any burning had been done from the vehicle. | then parked the 
vehicle on the gravel lot on the property and took photos of the disturbed soil and surrounding area. | met with a truck driver, who did not disclose their 
name, the driver provided me the phone number of the property owner, Rocky Strand whom | was unable to reach by phone. The truck driver stated that the 
demolition material was compacted in the basement of the house then loaded into trucks and brought to the Jackson Transfer Station. According to David 
Hutchinson of Progressive Waste Solutions in Jackson, Mark Strand Construction did bring 4 to 5 dump truck loads of demolition waste totaling to ten tons 
this information was gathered by telephone on May 16, 2023.?

The Responsible Party stated that only trash had been open burned including boxes and 
other rubbish. Caleb Roseman stated that the street address has not been finalized for this location, which is going to be a residence once construction is 
finished. | gave Caleb Roseman my business card, a copy of the Missouri Air Conservation Regulation 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.045 Open 
Burning Requirements, the fact sheet Facts on Open Burning Under Missouri Regulations, and the fact sheet Managing Construction and Demolition

Comments On May 19, 2023, | visited the address of the concerned party while being accompanied by Wyatt Yarbrough, Department Intern. Due to the recent odor 
concerns in the area | met with Joyce Jackson, concerned party, to discuss how the odor regulation works and how we determine compliance with the odor 
regulation. We discussed dilution thresholds and how an odor is assessed with the Nasal Ranger. There was other solid waste on site, but BFC 
Composting has a unique odor that was identified on the property. While on site, | used the Nasal Ranger but did not detect anything above 2:1 dilution 
threshold, whereas to be in violation of the odor regulation, the odor must exceed a 7:1 dilution threshold. During the discussion, | did request that Joyce 
log information when she detects the odor such as date, time, weather conditons, and strength of the odor. This could maybe help identify if certain 
operations at the site cause the odor to be more prominent. 


After the initial discussion and how the nasal ranger works, Joyce mentioned that the creek area typically emits the same odor, especially when dirt is 
overturned near the culvert. | informed her that we likely could not use that as a violation of the odor regulation, but that | would log the information. 


On May 30, 2023, | contacted Anna, Owner of BFC Composting. We discussed current operations and what she needs to submit to the WMP in order to 
update her plan of operations for the site. The information should be submitted by June 2, 2023. 
At the time of the concern investigation, there was no violation of the odor regulations.

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Comments Robertson Drago and Sons received a "disaster pack" for direct cremation. 


Disaster packs are large, heavy, thick plastic body bags manufactured to contain bodies, body parts, and fluids. These bags weigh approximately 10 pounds 
each. They are utilized when it is necessary to contain body parts and fluids to prevent contamination and loss of the body parts and fluids. 


Because of the potential contamination issue or loss of body parts and fluids, these packs contents are not removed from the bag prior to cremation. 
Cremations can contain ten percent or less of plastic weight per year of total cremation weight. These calculations are verified during routine inspections. 


Robertson Drago and Sons received the disaster pack and was requested to hold the pack for three days prior to cremation until the investigation was 
complete. Upon release, Robertson Drago and Sons cremated the disaster pack. Because the pack is manufactured from plastic some smoke can be 
observed upon first starting the cremation process. Robertson Drago and Sons observed less than five minutes of excess emissions occurring following the 
start up. 


Robertson Drago and Sons has scheduled the routine yearly inspection with the manufacturer of the cremation unit. Matthews Environmental Solutions is 
scheduled for yearly testing and training at Robertson Drago and Sons. The current service agreement was provided to the Department. 


Nathan Evans inquired about opacity observation training for his staff. He is planning to have staff attend the next round of opacity observation training or 
Smoke School. 


Robertson Drago and Sons has agreed to notify the Department prior to cremating a disaster pack in the future. If during the cremation process they observe 
excess emission, they will report to the Department as required. Robertson Drago and Sons is also planning to notify the Department when the next routine 
cremation is occurring so that Department staff can be present to observe the unit in operation. 


Observations made of the chart recorder record during the unannounced investigation indicated that the cremation was normal and did not indicate any 
irregular occurrances. 


The interior of the cremation unit was in good repair and | did not observed any large cracks or breaks. The stack did not have obvious excessive buildup.

| arrived on site on May 30, 2023 at 1:15 p.m. The weather conditions at time of inspection were 86° Fahrenheit with 37 percent humidity and an east south 
east wind at 5 miles per hour with a clear sky and sparse clouds. | began my investigation by sitting in the vehicle near the front entrance 

(37.785638, -89.931916). This location allowed for a view of the storage pile nearest to the road and the conveying system leading to the storage bins for 
truck load out. | sat at this location for thirty minutes and did not see any fugitive particulate matter at or near the property boundary. During this 
investigation, the facility was not operating at a high capacity. There were no violations noted during this portion of the investigation. 


After observing at this location | moved to Hoff Bros. LP and gas Company (37.788166, -89.929474) where | also sat for thirty minutes. This viewing location 
allowed me to see the upper portion of the conveying system into the storage bins. There were no violations noted during this portion of the investigation. 


Around 2:20 p.m. | approached the facility and met with Craig Kellmann, Controller and Jazz Coffman, Safety and Health Manager. We discussed the recent 
activities of the facility and how the facility plans on operating in the future. Representatives stated the facility opened in April of 2023 and are currently only 
drying sand that is on site to ship by truck. The facility is not crushing or producing anymore sand at this time, only drying the sand that is already on site. 
This facility has a tentative plan to be at full production around fall of 2023. 


Once the facility reaches full production, the facility will add wet sand to storage piles which will decrease the potential for fugitive dust. Representatives 
state the facility could possibly load 100 trucks per day. Representatives stated they had been in contact with the Concerned Party (CP) the week prior to 
the investigation. The CP has been at this location for approximately two years and this could possibly be the first time the CP has seen this facility operate.

| arrived at the site at approximately 11:25 a.m. on June 2, 2023. The weather conditions were partly sunny with a temperature 85 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
wind was from the ENE at 5 miles per hour with gusts to 11 miles per hour. The humidity relative to the temperature was 52 percent. | drove around the 
perimeter to check for any visible fugitive particulate matter (dust) emissions. | then proceeded back to a position where | could watch the plant's main 
entrance for truck traffic and other sources of fugitive particulate matter. | was parked at this first position facing east along the shoulder of State Highway M 
from 11:28 a.m. to 12:00 p.m. observing the facility. | then did another perimeter check and | relocated to a position where | was viewing the 
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plant's main entrance while facing west on the shoulder of State Highway M. | was at this location from 12:03 p.m. to 12:33 p.m. | did not note any 
fugitive dust crossing property lines during these observations.

Comments On May 30, 2023, the Southeast Regional Office received the referenced concern. The concern was originally received by the St. Louis Regional Office 
online I-70/l-270 Area Online Odor Concern form on September 6, 2017. The concern was not forwarded at the time of receipt. 


On May 31, 2023, | drove by the reported location (Mann's Fish Market), though | am unsure if this is the same business that was referenced as a fish 
market at the time of the original concern. | drove along E. 20th Street and E. 7th street with no detectable odors. The wind was calm during the 
investigation. | staged on E. 20th adjacent to the fish market for 15 minutes. No odors were detected. 


No odor concerns were detected during the investigation. 


Due to the historical nature of the concern received, the Department will wait on any further notifications for further investigation.

Comments _| began this investigation at 10:32 a.m. The weather was sunny and the temperature was 81 degrees Fahrenheit. The sind was from the southeast at four 
(4) miles per hour with gusts up to 10 miles per hour. Odor surveillance began and ended on Highway 8 near Leadwood; but because of the wind 
direction, the surveillance also encompassed the area around Leadwood to the North of Highway 8. Observations ended at 11:55 a.m. when the weather 
was sunny and the temperature was 83 degrees Fahrenheit. The wind was from the southeast at five (5) miles per hour with gusts up to 12 miles per hour. 
Odors observed included cut grass, vegetation, wood smoke and a dead skunk along Highway 8. No sewer or sewer-like odors were noted. 


After the investigation, | telephoned Leadwood City Hall and was given the telephone number for Kevin Brooks, Chief Water Operator. Chief Brooks stated 
that around the time of the receipt of this odor environmental concern the holding tank had been decanted and a sludge hauler had removed and hauled 
away sludge.

Comments | arrived at the RP's address at approximately 3:00 PM on June 1, 2023. From East Pine Street, | was able to see a dark debris pile smoldering at the 
corner of the property. | pulled to the side of East Pine Street and took a few photographs from my vehicle of the smoldering pile. After taking some photos, 
| went to the front door of the home located at 116 East Pine Street. | was greeted by Dave McVay and presented my credentials to him. | explained to 
Dave that we had received a concern about someone burning asphalt shingles at this address and asked Dave if he was aware of anything. Dave then took 
me around the house to the smoldering pile. 


Dave explained to me that he burns his household waste regularly at the corner of his property. He is also resurfacing his roof and had already removed 
some shingles and placed them in a pile right behind the household waste pile. Dave told me that he set his household waste on fire earlier in the day and 
then left to go to Poplar Bluff for roofing supplies. He can only assume that while he was gone, the fire spread from the household waste pile to the shingles 
pile just behind it. As Dave was explaining this all to me, he pulled a hose over from the house and began saturating the smoldering shingles pile to try and 
extinguish it. Only about a quarter of the shingles pile had actually been burned; the rest of the pile was untouched by fire. 


| told Dave that the unburned shingles need to be moved somewhere far away from his household waste pile and similarly, all other shingles removed from 
his house need to be stored far away from any burn piles. | also told Dave that asphalt shingles should never be open burned and that for safety reasons, 
he should never start a fire and leave the area without extinguishing it first. | gave Dave a copy of PUB2047 - Facts on Open Burning Under Missouri 
Regulations and Missouri Air Conservation Regulation 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.045 Open Burning Requirements, as well as my business card. | 
encouraged Dave to contact me if he ever had any open burning questions. | then left the property.

The weather was partly cloudy with a temperature of 91 
degrees Fahrenheit. The wind was out of the east, northeast at eight (8) miles per hour with gusts up to 14 miles per hour. | did not observe any fugitive 
emissions or any visible green emissions. The emissions appeared normal for Magnitude 7 Metals. Since Magnitude 7 Metals is an older plant it is allowed 
emissions of up to 40 percent opacity. Normal visible emissions at Magnitude 7 Metals include shades of white and black colors. However, when the sun is 
variable due to cloud cover, it is possible that visible emissions might appear to change color slightly. 


On June 5, 2023, | telephoned Art Nispel, Director of Environmental and Health with Magnitude 7 Metals. Art Nispel stated that there had been some 
problems recently with carbon bake scrubbers that produced some emissions. These problems have been addressed. However, the carbon bake scrubber 
visible emissions are not green in color according to Art Nispel. 


Additionally, Magnitude 7 Metals conducts weekly United States Environmental Protection Agency Method 22 tests for visble emissions from equipment 
operating at the plant. This helps Magnitude 7 Metals to become aware of any visible emission exceedances.

Comments arrived at Delta Peanut at approximately 3:15 PM on June 5, 2023. | met with John Gamble, Buying Point Manager, and presented my credentials. | 
explained to John that we had received a concern related to permits or the lack thereof. | had already visited this facility before, but | had John recap me on 
the type of equipment they have and the different processes there is. | went ahead and gave John the contact information for Ryan Reed, an environmental 
engineer within the Department's Permit Section in Jefferson City. John informed me that he thought that collectively, Delta Peanut, Valley View Agri- 
Systems, and ASM Engineering Consultants, LLC, had produced a hard copy letter exempting Delta Peanut from having to obtain an air construction permit.

Comments Aprior investigation (Concern #5227) was conducted on May 31, 2023, with no identifiable odors at the time of investigation. 
On June 6, 2023, | left a voicemail for the Concerned Party regarding obtaining additional details. No return call was made. 


On June 9, 2023, Wyatt Yarbrough (SERO Intern) and | were driving east on E. 20th street towards Mann's Fish Market when observing a fish related 
odor. We continued towards the facility and turning on E. 7th street and making a loop (E. 19th, Chaffin St) back onto E. 20th Street. No odors were 
detected.

| began odor monitoring via a nasal ranger at 1048 Hours. The area had a slight odor associated with fish. | conducted odor monitoring for 15 minutes 
until 1103 Hours. During the monitoring, | detected a 4:1 detection once. However, no 7:1 odor limits were observed, and the majority of the time the area 
was non-detect or occasionally 2:1 odor limits. 


We visited Mann's Fish Market and met with Byron and Rebecca Mann (Owners). | advised them of the concern, odors detected, and observed trailer.

As | was approaching the facility, | had my car windows rolled down 
and did not detect any odors with just my nose. | pulled over on the side of MO-17 approximately 200 yards (according to Google Earth) from Zimmerman 
Meat Processing. | was located in a spot that was off of the Zimmerman Meat Processing property. | used the Nasal Ranger to try and detect any odors and 
filled out an odor memorandum as well. When | began using the Nasal Ranger, the temperature was 70 degrees Fahrenheit, the wind was coming from the 
West at 5 mph, and the sky conditions were mostly cloudy. | used the Nasal Ranger at every dilution ratio (from 15:1 to 2:1) including the blank settings, and 
never detected an odor. | drove up and down MO-17 a few times to see if | could ever detect an odor with my nose, but | could not.
